What Will It Be, Rapacity or Respect? 


N°&t so many years ago the standard daily 

program at American race tracks was com- 
posed of seven races. Then it was eight. (New 
York moved grudgingly from six to seven, and 
later from seven to eight.) Now the nine-race 
program is gradually becoming routine. Some 
of the lesser tracks have made it a regular 
daily affair. Some of the larger tracks make 
a practice of running nine races on Saturdays 
and holidays, and any other days which prom- 
ise to produce a relatively large attendance. 

What is the effect of the ninth race on a 
program? In a way it increases the take-off 
and tax levied upon the day’s crowd. This helps 
the track account for its daily run of expenses, 
and provides horsemen with one more claiming 
race—their favorite form of hay. The crowd 
goes away with a slightly brown taste in its 
mouth, and if it has stayed to play the ninth 
race, it will have had enough racing for a while. 

At the larger tracks, as noted, the nine- 
race programs usually coincide with the ex- 
pectancy of fairly large crowds. These would 
of course be crowds largely made up of occa- 
sional race-goers, those who go racing only a 
few times a year. What is the effect of a nine- 
race program upon them? In all probability, to 
send them home “fed up,” disillusioned, in 
some cases ready to warn their friends against 
going to the races. At the very least they are 
likely to go home tired and cynical of a host 
who has clipped them nine times the same day. 

The nine-race programs which have be- 
come common in American racing suggest a 
sense of desperation on the part of the race 
courses—a sense of falling too low in the pub- 
lic’s esteem, and of being willing to risk an 
even greater loss of esteem for the sake of just 
one more chance to clip the suckers today. 

It will be noted that the tracks which have 
frequent nine-race programs are those which 
“need” a ninth race. The tracks which have 
been able to maintain high standards with only 
eight races have done so, in the main. The 
trend toward adding another claiming race to 
the program simply answers a financial need. 

But is it an answer which promises a 
solution to the problem? Or is it an answer 
which steps racing down in the esteem of the 
public and thereby jeopardizes its future? 

These are questions which should be de- 
bated long and soberly in the minds of those 
who formulate the policies of our race courses. 


If they decide that nine races a day is not too 
much of an imposition on a clientele which 
is willing but increasingly doubtful and cau- 
tious, then some of them are likely to decide 
that ten races a day is still within the bounds 
of “what the traffic will bear.’”’ Even the nine- 
a-day routine already has cheapened the sport. 

But if nine races are not the answer, what 
is? There appear to be two other courses open, 
and in the eyes of the nine-race tracks they 
will perhaps appear equally repulsive. One is 
to submit to an eight-race program and what- 
ever retrenchment it may entail. In the long 
run this probably would be a far safer course 
than the one now being followed, which risks 
the future respect for the sport against what is 
at best a very temporary gain. 

The other possible course—it may appear 
impossible to our present crop of racing secre- 
taries and their bosses—is to seek a way out 
of the current mediocrity of our daily racing 
fare, to give better opportunities to better 
horses, to create more local and national heroes 
and heroines among our racing talent, in short, 
to provide a better and more attractive show. 

This cannot be done so long as it is first 
race claiming, second race maidens, third race 
claiming, fourth race claiming, fifth race 
claiming, sixth race claiming, seventh race the 
South Podunk Purse, eighth race claiming, 
ninth race claiming. In this daily round of 
mediocrity neither the public nor any of the 
usual means of communication, including the 
newspapers, can take any genuine interest. Un- 
der such an unimaginative routine, racing is 
likely to shrink, in the minds of the people, to 
the status of an oversized roulette wheel. 

There is no other racing country in the 
world which runs half as large a proportion 
of claiming races, no other country which sees 
more dimly the continuity between racing and 
breeding, no other country in which so many 
know so little about so many no-account horses. 
In most countries the proportion of claiming 
races is held to a minimum by rule and in prac- 
tice; in some, they do not exist at all. The as- 
cending handicap (with bottom weight fixed 
and the sky the only limit at the top) could 
take the place of half our claiming races, but 
not once in our memory has such a race been 
run in North America. Distance racing could 
double the number of our equine heroes. 

But such things take a little work, a little 
reorientation. Nine races a day are easier. 
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First—COUNT FLEET—$494,330 


Second—* ALIBH AI—$245,60 


LEADING SIRES THROUGH JUNE 30 


Count Fleet Is at Top with $494,330 


Because HE LED the Experimental 
Free Handicap with 132 pounds, highest 
weight ever assigned, and won the Ameri- 
can Triple Crown in a manner that left 
no doubt as to his championship caliber, 
Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Count Fleet has been 
under close scrutiny by breeders, who 
like horses which are among the leaders 
of their division at two and which domi- 
nate the field at three. 


From his first crop of foals—2-year- 
olds of 1948—Count Fleet got 13 winners 
from 15 starters, which augured well for 
the future. Since then his rise on the sire 
list, as judged by the earnings of his off- 
spring, has been steady. This year it has 
bordered on the spectacular. Through the 
racing of June 30 he had out 32 winners 
of 63 races, including six stakes winners. 
Among the latter are Count Turf, the 
Kentucky Derby winner, and Counter- 
point, winner of the Belmont Stakes. The 
earnings of these and his other winners 
total $494,330, considering first money 
only. This is more than twice his total for 
all of 1950, and more than twice the 
total credited to the next sire on the cur- 
rent list (see opposite page). Count Fleet 
stands at Mrs. Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud, 
Paris, Ky. 

Second in the current statistics is the 
very capable *Alibhai, whose name is 
usually found near the top of sire lists. 
*Alibhai has had 31 winners of 59 races 


and $245,609, including four stakes win- 
ners of six stakes races. *Alibhai is owned 
by a syndicate and stands at Leslie Combs 
II’s Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. 

Third on the list is C. T. Chenery’s 
*Hunters Moon IV, which now stands in 
Virginia but whose principal winner this 
year has been the California-bred Moon- 
rush, winner of four stakes. Bull Lea, an- 
other very steady sire, is fourth with 
$202,660, representing first money earned 
by 33 winners of 62 races. He is owned by 
Mrs. Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, 
Lexington. Rounding out the top five is 
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C. V. Whitney’s *Mahmoud, with total 
first money of just under $200,000. The 
gray horse is at the Whitney farm at Lex- 
ington. 

Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway, which now 
is standing in France under lease to Mar- 
cel Boussac, is the leading stallion in 
point of number of winners, with 42 to 
his credit. The syndicate-owned *Blen- 
heim II, standing at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, leads in the most- 
wins category with 80 races to his credit. 

The following list of sires, arranged al- 
phabetically, accounts for the racing in 
North America through June 30, with the 
exception of a few small tracks. The stal- 
lions listed are those whose offspring 
have earned $20,000 or more in_ first 
money. Shown are the name of the stal- 
lion, his year of foaling, and his sire, 
followed by the number of his winners, 
number of races won, and total first 
money.

The 3.3% with Leaky Shoes; 
New York’s Predatory Horses 


New YorkK 


On June 30 the mid-day was rainy, the 
visibility was slight and damp, and all 
prospect was for a dreary afternoon, 
though actually it turned out a bit better. 
Aqueduct drew 29,045 citizens. 


On June 7 the day was blue, garnished 
with fluffy white clouds, and aside from 
being a trifle hot, it was as good a day 
as you'd want to see. Aqueduct drew 30,- 
064 customers. 

Now are we to assume that only 1,000 
out of 30,000, or only 3.3 per cent of the 
horseplayers, give a curse what kind of 
weather it is? Or that only 3.3 per cent 
have sense enough to stay in out of the 
rain? It may not even be that many, for 
though the Dwyer was no better, as a 
horse race, than the Shevlin Stakes, it was 
a better known event, with its $50,000 en- 
dowment, and you'd expect it to draw 
more customers. There may be some other 
approach to the similarity in attendance 
figures under the most dissimilar kind of 
weather, but it escapes me at the moment. 

At all events, Aqueduct has made up 
its early losses. Lou Walger, the pari- 
mutel manager, who can take a look at a 
few preliminary figures and then deduce 
the course of betting with considerable 
accuracy, estimates that the entire meet- 
ing will show a betting increase of about 
8 per cent. Attendance will be up—the 
total is about 17.000 ahead through 14 
of the 20 days—but that- wasn’t Mr. 
Walger’s department and he. made no 
guess about it. 

With three trophies to present after the 
Dwyer—four, really, when you consider 
that Battleship’s owner got one to keep 


and one to look at for a year— 
Aqueduct imported a_ professional to 
do the presenting. This was Sena- 
tor Thomas R. Underwood, of Ken- 


tucky, who was secretary to the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission for many years, 
and had a job not unlike that of monkey- 
keeper in the zoo, as secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners. It was a good thing that this 
wasn't attempted with amateur talent. If 
you haven’t seen a man trying simultane- 
ously to hand out four trophies, keep fac- 
ing the three or four photographers who 
were trying to record the matter, and be 
interviewed from a considerably lower al- 
titude by Sammy Renick for television, 
you haven’t realized how diversified the 
human mind can be. 


Senator Underwood’s rise to what he 
described as “sometimes the greatest de- 
liberative body in the world” has made 
a change in the domestic policy of Francis 
Patrick Dunne, the racing commission 
steward in New York. Last time some- 
body was criticizing Congress, Mr. Dunne 
snapped him off. 


“Keep a civil tongue in your head,” he 
said. “One of our boys is in there now.” 


DISTRIBUTION. New York horses 
and New York riders got rather well dis- 
persed on Independence Day. Royal Gov- 
ernor, which hangs about these parts most 
of the time, was dispatched to Chicago, 
where a $50,000 purse had been left un- 
guarded, and Eddie Arcaro temporarily 
abandoned the pleasures of Aqueduct to 
go ride him. Eddie is not a noted rider 
on turf courses, but he is a noted rider 
for $50,000. even over broken milk bot- 
tles, and presently he and Royal Gov- 
ernor were in the winner’s enclosure at 
Arlington Park. 


Star-Enfin, the fast Star Pilot filly which 
had won the Astoria Stakes at Aqueduct 
a bit earlier, made a short trip to Mon- 
mouth Park, with Harrison Wilson going 
along to ride. This combination picked 
up $10,050 in the Colleen Stakes, and an- 
other invader, Mrs. Vera S. Bragg’s God- 
dess, got second. This makes it five out of 
six for Star-Enfin, which you may remem- 
ber was sold to Brae Burn Farm (Ben- 
jamin O’Shea and James O. McCue) be- 
cause her breeder, Mrs. Elizabeth Gra- 
ham, didn’t like her. The filly may lack 
a pleasing personality, though her own- 
ers don’t think so, but she has now won 
$28.575 and leads her division. 


Greentree’s Hall of Fame, which had 
won the Kent Stakes at Delaware two 
weeks earlier, remained there for the 
Leonard Richards Stakes, and Ted Atkin- 
son went down to ride him. He won it 
quite nicely, increasing his take from the 
Delaware Park meeting to $50,550. War- 
ren Mehrtens left New York for this race 
also, but he made an important mistake. 
He did not take along a horse. He rode 
Yildiz, which hasn’t been on the New 
York circuit this year, and all he got 
was second. 


Narragansett Park had no stakes race 
on July 4, which is interesting in itself. 
No one went after the $2,800 purse which 
was the feature event, and it consequently 
fell to the home forces. 


SUNSHINE. It had often been a mat- 
ter of curiosity to this department what 
Floridians did in the summer time, when 
such tourists as there are do not have 
much wool. Now I know about one of 
them, at least. This is Everett Clay, di- 
rector of public relations at Hialeah Park, 
who speaks well of the race track and 
the Miami district whenever the occasion 
demands. As far as Mr. Clay is concerned, 
there are two kinds of horses: horses 
which train in the winter in Florida, and 
other horses. Apparently he sits down 
there and keeps track of them, and when 
the facts seem to justify it, makes due 
outcry. 


As of July 1, Mr. Clay notes, there 
had been 108 stakes races run in the East 
and Middle West. Whether Mr. Clay con- 
siders Kentucky as part of the East or 
the Middle West he does not say, and 
Kentuckians will not agree, whichever 
way he goes. But at any rate horses which 
shivered through the early part of last 
winter in Florida have won 56 of these 
stakes, and in the Triple Crown races 
the score for Florida was one-two in 
the Kentucky Derby, and in the Preak- 
ness and Belmont Stakes it was one- 
two-three-four. In addition such other 
Florida trained horses as How, Busanda, 
County Delight, Jet Master, Star-Enfin, 
Primate, and others have picked up 
change here and there, and now of course 
Royal Governor can be added. 


Well, Florida may have such credit as 
it can get. But there is a matter which 
Mr. Clay had better take up. At Aque- 
duct last week it was announced, as a 
program correction for daily double play- 
ers. that, “Chief Osceola is a brown geld- 
ing.” Now Chief Osceola, who heads the 
parade of Seminoles at Hiaheah every 
year. is an aborigine of few words, most- 
ly “ug.” But he is not going to like this. 
and Hialeah would do well to buy up 
his namesake and retire him, in the in- 
terest of pleasant racial relations. 


MORE HOLLYWOOD STAKES 


Two new stakes have been scheduled 
for the current meeting at Hollywood 
Park, and another stakes has been in- 
creased in value. The new races are for 
2-year-olds: the Charles S. Howard Stakes, 
$25,000 added, 2-year-old colts and geld- 
ings, and the Cinderella Stakes, $25,000 
added, 2-year-old fillies. Both are at 514 
furlongs. The Westerner Stakes, the 
track’s principal race for 3-year-olds, was 
increased in value to $50,000 added. It was 
scheduled for $35,000 added. 


The 2-year-old stakes closed June 29. 
The Howard Stakes was raced on July 
7, the Cinderella on July 11. 
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STUD NEWS 


Bookings for 1952-53-54 Are 


Made for Citation, Coaltown 


At Mrs. Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm 
on Monday of this week, drawings were 
made by lot to fill the books for Citation 
and Coaltown for the years 1952, 1953, 
and 1954. It is intended to retire the 
horses from racing later this year, and 
they will begin stud duties in 1952. 

The lots were drawn on this_ basis: 
Calumet Farm has assigned certain of 
its broodmares to be bred to the noted 
racers. Certain other mares owned by out- 
side breeders who own or have an interest 
in desirable stallions were booked on an 
exchange-of-seasons basis. The remaining 
seasons for the next three years then were 
assigned by lot—the names of the appli- 
cants were placed on folded slips of 
paper, and were drawn at random until 
the number of seasons open for the next 
three years had been exhausted. 

The exchange seasons that drew pri- 
ority along with Calumet Farm’s own 
bookings were assigned in order to as- 
sure stallion outcrosses for Calumet. The 
farm has a number of broodmares by 
Bull Lea, the senior Calumet stallion, and 
since Citation and Coaltown are sons of 
Bull Lea, it was considered desirable by 
Mrs. Wright to exchange seasons to a few 
outside stallions in order to avoid a sur- 
plus of Bull Lea blood at Calumet. 

The names of breeders drawn by lot 
this week have been accumulating in the 
Calumet Farm office since 1948, when

the horses were 3-year-olds and ran one- 
two in the Kentucky Derby, it was stated 
by Paul Ebelhardt, general manager. 
Foreseeing that the number of applica- 
tions would exceed the seasons available, 
he consulted Warren Wright before the 
latter’s death late in 1950, and Mr. 
Wright suggested the drawing of lots as 
being the fairest way of apportioning the 
open seasons. It was decided to draw for 
the first three breeding seasons at once, 
instead of at yearly intervals, so breeders 
might be informed of their place on the 
list and could prepare accordingly. 

The names of a few applicants were left 
over after the 1952-53-54 allotments were 
made. These breeders will receive priority 
for 1955, and may get earlier nominations 
if cancellations are made during the first 
three seasons. Persons wanting to breed to 
Coaltown and Citation are asked to in- 
form the Calumet Farm office, at Lexing- 
ton, so their applications can be placed on 
file. 

Both horses will stand for $5,000 for a 
live foal. Each will be bred to 20 mares 
in 1952, to 25 in 1953, and to not more 
than 30 mares each year thereafter. This 
decision was made prior to Mr. Wright’s 
death. Mr. Ebelhardt stated. It is the be- 
lief at Calumet that stallions limited to 
about 30 mares a year get a higher per- 
centage of foals than horses bred to larger 
numbers of mares. that their offspring are

sturdier, and that there is less likelihood 
of overtaxing a stallion at the height of 
the breeding season. 

The drawings for the Citation and Coal- 
town bookings were made by Alex Bower, 
managing editor of THe Btoop-Horse. 
The list of breeders with bookings to the 
stallions for the first three years will be 
published after the breeders have been 
notified by mail of their status. 


Making of a Stud Book 


Jaime Rincon Gallardo, secretary of 
the Mexican Stud Book Commission, has 
finished the considerable labor of assemb- 
ling and publishing the first four supple- 
ments to the Mexican stud book, and re- 
ports that the first volume of the stud 
book is almost ready for distribution. 
The first “foal book,” or supplement, pub- 
lished in 1948, included Mexican-bred 
foals from 1942 through 1946. The three 
later volumes account for the Thorough- 
breds foaled in 1947, 1948, and 1949. 

Each of the supplements includes the 
usual listing of foals under their dams and 
under their sires, and in addition a gen- 
eral index, list of breeders, registration 
rules, and illustrated instructions for reg- 
istration procedure. 

In 1945 there were 71 foals registered 
with the Mexican stud book authority. By 
1949 the number of registrations had risen 
to 104. The sire with the largest number 
of 1949 foals was Carlos Gomez’s Nedayr 
(Neddie—Sunayr, by *Sun Briar), with 
a total of 11.

Male Lines:Random Comment 


On the Decline of Dynasties 


The rise and fall of male lines has been 
a matter of curiosity and concern to Thor- 
oughbred breeders since the early de- 
velopment of the breed. Those who have 
looked at all closely have noted a re- 
current phenomenon: if a given line is 
very successful for three or four genera- 
tions, it may then go into such a decline 
that it is almost extinguished. Such was 
the case with King Herod, Lexington, Her- 
mit, *Glencoe, St. Simon, and others. 


All thorougkhreds living today trace in 
tail-male extension to three Oriental sires, 
th: Darley Arabian (through Eclipse), 
the Godolphin Arabian (through Mat- 
chem), and the Byeriey Turk (through 
Herod). Yet there were other sires, more 
or less contemporary with these  so- 
called founders of the race, which exer- 
cised a greater influence on the breed, or 
at least will be found more often in the 
extended pedigrees of the modern Thor- 
‘oughbred. 


Male lines are largely a matter of 
chance, and hence not a matter for genu- 
ine concern on the part of the breeder. 
But there appears to be one significant 
generality applicable: when a male line 
has been successful over a period long 
enough to pervade as inbreeding the 
pedigrees of a majority of the best horses, 
it is then likely to decline as a male line 
and to form the basis upon which other 
lines will flourish. That is to say, it moves 
from the top line of the pedigree to the 
middle portion, where its influence re- 
mains considerably larger than that of 
the top line it will now support. 

The principal male line of recent years 
in North America, England, and some 
other countries has been that of Bend Or, 
through *Teddy and Phalaris in the main 
and other branches in smaller degree. 
Both the *Teddy and Phalaris branches 
now have had such a vogue for so many 
years that they are now found more and 
more in the lower part of the pedigrees 
of our best runners. In North America, 
breeders are finding it more and more 
dificult to avoid inbreeding to *Teddy. 
While there is probably no disadvantage 
in a single case of inbreeding, breeders 
in the main prefer solid outcrossing when- 
ever possible, and as a long-term policy 
this is probably safer than continual use 
of the closely related stock over many 
generations. (Inbreeding has its uses, of 
course, but with any organism genetically 


so complex as the race horse it is not 
easy to make much capital of them.) 


The situation, then, if history is to be 
repeated, is such that we might suppose 
—rightly or wrongly—that the *Teddy 
and Phalaris male lines have reached, 
and perhaps passed, their zenith. They 
now pervade the middle portion of our 
best pedigrees to a greater extent than 
ever before. Hence it will be only natural 
if other male lines tend to supersede 
them, as indeed they are already begin- 
ning to do. The decline, if there is a de- 
cline, will be slower than the falling off 
of some of our previous dynasties, since 
the woi!d is now much richer in diverse 
strains. To some extent, a bottom can be 
kept under a male line more easily than 
in the past.

dale Stakes and the Royal Hunt Cup, fell 
to the get of Dante, son of Nearco, son 
of Pharos, son of Phalaris. The next race 
was the Coronation Stakes, won by Belle 
of All, by *Nasrullah, another son of 
Nearco. This is a random sample of the 
current ascendancy of this branch of the 
Phalaris line. But all three of the win. 
ners were fillies. They are good prospec- 
tive broodmares. Their very presence in 
England means extra competition for the 
male line which produced them.) 


The “American” male lines, though 
holding on tenaciously, are gradually dis- 
appearing. Lexington and Hanover 
(*Glencoe) are virtually gone. Domino 
and Ben Brush are receding gradually. 
Spendthrift (Fair Play, Man o’ War) has 
become again the thin stream of unusual 
merit which has been the Matchem line 
from its beginning. 

This trend is of course not owing to 
weakness on the part of these strains, but 
is simply the accumulation of years of 
mating the best “American” mares to 
good imported sires, an arrangement in 
which there is very little reciprocity. Un- 
less they begin to flourish in some other 
countries, we may expect a continued 
iat of the traditional American 
ines. 


England for years was without a single 
important sire of the once-dominant male 
line of Herod. Because of the urge of an 
able breeder to restore what he called 
the “lost line of Herod,” Roi Herode was 
imported from France, scored a success 
beyond reasonable expectation, and _ be- 
gan for his male line a brief period of 
brilliance in England and Ireland. More 
recently, through Tourbillon and his sons, 
the Dollar branch of the Herod line has 
flowered magnificently in France. 

Within the past few years we have had 
an unexpected return to prominence by 
the St. Simon male line, which for a long 
time was almost extinct in England and 
North America and showed only occa- 
sional outcroppings in other countries. In 
England, France, and Italy it is respon- 
sible for the current leaders of the 3-year- 
old division. In Australia it is represented 
by the 5-year-old Comic Court, which is 
described there variously, but frequently 
as “the best since Carbine.” For U. S. 
breeding it has developed an excellent 
young sire in *Princequillo, already rep- 
resented by Hill Prince, Prince Simon, 
and other good ones. 

It is rather amazing that outstanding 
horses should appear almost at once in 
all these countries from the St. Simon 
male line. For many years this line has 
stood quietly, so to speak, in the corner, 
coming out occasionally with a good horse 
and retreating at once into relative 


quiescence. But its sudden emergence in 
several countries at once is something to 
be wondered at principally because, in 
modern pedigrees, the principal influence 
from the latter half of the nineteenth cen-

tury is still St. Simon himself. In the 
pedigree of the French champion Sicam- 
bre. for instance, seven of the sixteen an- 
cestors in the fourth generation are from 
the male line of St. Simon and his sire 
Galopin. In fact, most of the current and 
recent top horses from this line appear to 
have been bred with comparatively little 
assistance from the now dominant Bend 


Or (*Teddy and Phalaris) lines. 


All this suggests that the St. Simon 
line now is in a position to furnish high- 
class stallions which will be excellent out- 
crosses for top mares whose pedigrees 
show concentrations of *Teddy and Pha- 
laris, just as these lines once rose to 
eminence on the basis of concentrations 
of St. Simon. 

The Australian Comic Court, still in 
training, is by a sire which achieved sud- 
den success in his later years after being 
moved to a stud where he had better op- 
portunities. His dam, Witty Maid, an ex- 
cellent producer, is by Anton King, by St. 
Anton, by St. Frusquin, by St. Simon. His 
second dam, Miss Comedy, is by Comedy 
King, by Persimmon, by St. Simon. 

Italy’s top 3-year-old before the Gran 
Premio di Milano was the unbeaten Tesio 
colt Daumier, by Niccolo dell’Arca (by 
Coronach, by Hurry On, and back to 
Matchem) out of the excellent race mare 
and producer Donatella, by *Mahmoud 
out of another noted runner and producer, 
Delleana, the dam of Donatello Il. His 
dethronement may be temporary, since he 
probably was off form in the big race at 
Milan, but his conqueror, Nuccio, had al- 
ready demonstrated that he was a very 
good colt. Nuccio later went to Long- 
champ for the Grand Prix de Paris, in 
which he forced the pace and fell back 
in the final straight. He is engaged in 
the King George VI and the Queen Eliza- 
beth Festival of Britain Stakes to be run 
at Ascot July 21, and his owner, Dr. 
Guido Berardelli, says he will run. 


Nuccio’s sire, Traghetto, foaled in 1942, 
was the best of his year for three seasons 
of racing. The dam, Nuvoletta, is by 
Muzio (by *Ksar) out of Neve, by 
Cranach. 

Sicambre’s dam, Sif, is by Rialto, by 
Rabelais, by St. Simon. The second dam, 
Suavita, is by Alcantara II, which traces 
in male line to Galopin, sire of St. Simon. 
The third dam, Shocking, is by Rabelais. 


Actually there is very little reason for 
the practical breeder to concern himself 
with male lines, except possibly for senti- 
mental reasons. He may be fascinated by 
the constant undertow which threatens 
the most prominent lines, and may have 
some urge to “save” them. He will find it 
less expensive in the long run to let the 
male lines fall and rise, as they will, ac- 
cording to chance, and concentrate his 
own resources upon discovering and using 
the best individual sires of his time, re- 
gardless of their breeding. 


ST. SIMON, an unbeaten racer and great sire, appeared so many times in the 
pedigrees of the best horses of later generations that his male line became 


relatively obscure. 


Now, with the *Teddy and Phalaris lines approaching 


saturation, it is being revived strongly in several countries as noted here. 


Nature, through some obscure genetic 
means, appears to have a way of compen- 
sating for the over-enthusiastic bloodline 
fads of horse breeders. Now that Thor- 
oughbred breeding stock is flowing more 
freely across national boundaries than it 
did in the days when Britannia ruled the 
stud books so completely, we may look 
for many instances in which male lines, 
declining in one country, will flourish 
again when exported to another country 
where they represent an outcross rather 
than another intensification of an already 
overdone job of linebreeding. 


ARCTIC PRINCE. The success of 
*Princequillo and other sons of Prince 
Rose is interesting news to breeders, of 
course. Sometimes news of this sort will 
start a frantic search for other sons of 
the same sire, and the results of the 
search, if it is made principally on this 
basis, are more than likely to be disas- 
trous. It happens that the dam of a 
horse is quite as important as his sire, and 
the dams of his offspring will determine, 
for the most part, whether he fails or suc- 
ceeds in the stud. Hence the futility of 
worrying with male lines as such. They 
have nothing but a typographical con- 
tinuity, since in each generation their 
fortunes are determined in the main by 
females. 

Consider, for instance, the case of the 
English Derby winner Arctic Prince. His 
sire is the French Derby winner Prince 
Chevalier, which the British Bloodstock 
Agency purchased from Paul Boyriven 
just after he had lost, by a narrow mar- 


gin, the 1946 Prix de l’Are de Triomphe 
to the unbeaten Caracalla. The late E. E. 
Coussell negotiated the purchase and 
within 48 hours had syndicated the horse 
in 40 shares at £2,000 per share, M. 
Boyriven himself retaining 10 of these. 


Prince Chevalier went to England in 
December of that year and has stood 
since then, under the management of the 
B.B.A., at the Ashley Heath Stud, New- 
market. He got 13 living foals from his 
first crop, and one of these was Arctic 
Prince, probably the easiest Derby winner 
since Hyperion and Manna. 

But this was not all the story. In 1940 
the B.B.A. had purchased from Sir Al- 
fred Butt on behalf of the Irish breeder 
James McGrath the mare Solar Flower 
and her dam Serena. As a 3-year-old in 
1938 Solar Flower had ranked second 
only to Rockfel among the highest-class 
fillies. Solar Flower produced Solar Slip- 
per, which was ranked just below Black 
Tarquin and Alycidon in 1948 Free 
Handicap for 3-year-olds. (Many horse- 
men believe he would have won the Der- 
by if he had not been cast in his stall half 
an hour before the race.) She also pro- 
duced Arctic Prince’s dam, Arctic Sun, 
concerning which I have the following 
note from Brig. R. S. Scott, of the 
B. B. A;: 


Arctic Sun was probably the most brilliant filly 
they have seen in Ireland this century. She was 
trained by Michael Collins at the Curragh and 
was undefeated in all her races. Michael Collins 
has told me many times that he has never trained

War Fable was foaled on April 9, 1949, at 
Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. 
He was bred in partnership by Mr. Combs and 
Mrs. R. Johnson (now Mrs. Courtland Pollard) of 
Lawrenceburg, Ky. At the Keeneland Summer 
Sales of 1950 he was sold in the consignment of 
Leslie B. Combs, son of Leslie Combs II, to Harry 
G. Carstens, agent for Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s 
Maine Chance Farm, for $23,000. At this figure 
he was the highest-priced War Jeep auction year- 
ling of 1951, and brought approximately three 
times the average ($7,340) of War Jeep yearlings. 

War Fable had made only one start prior to the 
Dover Stakes. This was at Belmont Park on 
June 1, when he won a maiden race at 4% fur- 
longs. In the Dover he got an allowance of six 
pounds from the base of 122 by virtue of being 
a non-winner of $2,000 twice or of three races 
other than claiming. He was off in about the 
middle of the field of eight, moved up to The 
Pimpernel (125) in the stretch and won by half 
a length. The Pimpernel, the 7-to-20 favorite, 
was hard pushed by Jeannie C. for half a mile, 
and did not have enough left to hold the winner. 

The Maine Chance colt is the first stakes win- 
ner of the year for his sire, War Jeep, which is 
owned by Maine Chance and stands at Spend- 
thrift Farm. All told, he is the fifth stakes winner 
for the son of War Admiral—Alyearn. A Poly- 
nesian filly out of Golden Legend, dam of War 
Fable, will be sold in the Leslie B. Combs II con- 


signment at the Keeneland Summer Sales. Golden 
Legend was barren this year, but she has been bred 
to Count Fleet.

L. B. Mayer Stock Farm, Perris, Calif. He was 
sold on January 23, 1950, at a Mayer sale of 2.- 
year-olds to H. L. Daniels, agent, for $18,000. 
Mr. Daniels is the trainer for William Goetz, son- 
in-law of Mr. Mayer. 

Grantor was unraced at two. He made his first 
start on January 17, 1951, at Santa Anita Park, 
in a maiden allowance race in which he was fifth 
to Simonsez (last in the Westerner). He raced 
well against Fanfare, Interpretation and _ others, 
broke his maiden at Hollywood Park on May 25. 
His two starts prior to the Westerner resulted 
in victories, and in the second of these races he 
beat Australian Ace, Oats, and Gold Capitol.

Sturdy One was foaled on March 9, 1947, at 
Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Farm, Lexington. 
He was sold at the Keeneland Summer Sales of 
1948 to Mr. and Mrs. F. Norman Phelps, for 
$3,200. Mr. and Mrs. Phelps were represented at 
the sales by Trainer Lane Bridgeford, who bought 
five yearlings for the Normal Stable, by which 
the Phelps racing interests were identified. Total 
cost of the five head was $18,200. Sturdy One has 
won more than that during each of his three sea- 
sons of racing to date. Mr. Phelps is an automo- 
bile dealer at Sacramento, Calif. 

During his first season of racing, in which he 
accounted for a win in the California Centennial 
Stakes, a second in the Haggin Stakes, and thirds 
in the Starlet Stakes and the Del Mar Futurity, 
Sturdy One set a track record of :47% for four 
furlongs at Golden Gate Fields, and later equaled 
the 4%4-furlong record of :53. At the close of 
the year John B. Campbell rated him at 106 
pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap, level 
with County Delight, Halter, and Unbridled, which 
also have developed into stakes winners. 

At three, in 1950, Sturdy One was second to 
Your Host in the Santa Anita Derby, and was 
third to Lotowhite and Royal Castle in the 1;4- 
mile division of the Experimental Free Handicap. 

The Inglewood Handicap was the 13th start and 
fourth win for Sturdy One this year. Previously 
he had been third in the St. Patrick’s Day and 
the Argonaut Handicaps. Sturdy One was one of 
the lightweights of the Inglewood field, which was 
topped by Moonrush (126), and Be Fleet (123). 
He was off well, responded to Ralph Neves’ urg- 
ing in the stretch, and got up to beat All Blue, 
which had been second most of the way. Be Fleet 
set the pace for most of the 1;4 miles. Moonrush 
dropped back to last after being third early in 
the race. 


*Alpenstock III, dam of Sturdy One (and also 
the dam of Ruhe, as noted below), will be repre- 
sented in the 1951 Keeneland Summer Sales by 
a chestnut colt by the Kentucky Derby winner 
Pensive.

Sturdy One is the second stakes winner of the 
year for his sire, Unbreakable, which is owned 
by a syndicate and stands at Elmendorf Farm, 
Lexington. The other stakes winner for Unbreak- 
able is Manyunk, which won the St. Patrick’s Day 
Handicap and placed in three other stakes this 
year, and which died of an internal hemorrhage 
at Hollywood Park on May 20.

Bayard, Va. The son of The Phoenix has done all 
his racing in the United States, first for Mr.

Royal Governor was foaled on April 18, 1944, 
at A. S. Hewitt’s Montana Hall, White Post, Va. 
He was sold at the Meadow Brook Sales (a war- 
time version of the Saratoga Sales) of 1945 to 
J. E. Ryan, trainer for Mrs. Esther du Pont 
Weir, for $9,200. which made him the _highest- 
priced Pilate yearling of 1945. (Phalanx was in 
the same crop of Pilate foals, but was not sold 
as a yearling.) 

During his six seasons of racing Royal Governor 
has been beset by a variety of ailments and _ ill- 
nesses, which Trainer Ryan has managed to solve. 
The Pilate gelding has been quite versatile, and 
his victories include such diverse races as the 
Fall Highweight Handicap, at six furlongs, and 
the Widener Handicap, at 1%4 miles, plus races 
at intermediate distances. His Stars and Stripes 
win represented his first stakes victory over a 


grass course, and possibly was his first attempt to 
race on the turf. 

Eddie Arcaro, who had come to Chicago to ride 
Mrs. Weir’s horse in the Stars and Stripes, kept 
him well located in the field of 17, made his first 
earnest move on the stretch turn, and entered the 
straight with a length lead, which stood up under 
the challenge of Volcanic, which had sent a course 
record for 1,45 miles the week before. Royal Gov- 
ernor’s time of 1:49% for the nine furlongs 
equaled the course record set in 1949 by Volcanic 
under 116 pounds. *Miche was well up throughout 
the Stars and Stripes, but was a little short of 
having a winning drive in the stretch. 

The Stars and Stripes victory was the 22nd win, 
13th stakes win and 28th stakes placing for Royal 
Covernor from 78 starts. He has been first, second, 
or third in well over half his races. His earnings 
now total $295,700, and he is next to Phalanx 
among Pilate’s leading money winners. The roster 
of his stakes wins and placings: at two—first in 
Dover, Spalding Lowe Jenkins, and Sagamore 
Stakes and the Babylon Handicap, second in the 
Christiana and the Richard Johnson Stakes, third 
in the Walden Stakes. At three—first in the 
Chesapeake Trial Stakes, third in the Chesapeake 
and the Survivor Stakes. At four—seconds in the 
Paumonok and Fleetwing Handicaps. At five— 
firsts in the Wilmington, Brandywine, Fall High- 
weight, Interborough, Grey Lag. and Question- 
naire Handicaps, second the Philadelphia 
Handicap, thirds in the Salvator Mile and the 
Westchester Handicaps. At six (1950)—first in the 
Widener Handicap, seconds in the McLennan and 
Butler Handicaps, thirds in the Roseben, Sussex, 
and Fall Highweight Handicaps. At seven—first 
in the Stars and Stripes Handicap. 

It was stated after the Stars and Stripes that 
Royal Governor would be retired from racing at 
once. This has not been confirmed in detail. 

Royal Governor is the 42nd winner and _ third 
stakes winner of 1951 for his sire, Pilate, which 
now is virtually in retirement at Nydrie Stud, in 
Virginia. Pilate’s other stakes winners of 1951 
are the 2-year-old Metal Mike, winner of the 
William Penn Stakes, and Pontius Pilate, winner

In his previous stakes win this year, in the 
Churchill Downs Handicap on April 28, Johns Joy 
set a track record of 1:224% for seven furlongs, 
under 118 pounds. Carrying the same weight, he 
equaled the track record of 1:09% in winning the 
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Myrtlewood Handicap, on the opening day of the 
Arlington Park meeting. In the Myrtlewood the 
early pace was set by the Hasty House Farm’s 
Roman Bath, which led to the half in :22%, :45.

Coralie B., the dam of Arise, was boarded at the 
Peters Stable by R. M. Wood, the Wyoming ranch- 
er, who had bought her at the Keeneland Fall 
Sales of 1945 for $1,100 from the Meadow Sweet 
Farm consignment. She was carrying Arise at the 
time, which was bought privately and has raced 
for the Addison Stable (Mrs. W. J. Addison and 
Harry Addison) of Canada, throughout his racing 
career.

Squared Away was 
the early leader, followed by *Northern Star.

Arise is the 18th winner and first stakes winner 
of 1951 for his sire, He Did, which is owned by 
George Galea and stands at Ed Janss Jr.’s Conejo 
Ranch, in California. He Did himself won the 
Carter Handicap in 1940, under the colors of 
Arnold Hanger. Jockey Guerin also had a share 
in an earlier Carter winner, but only a one-third 
share: he rode Brownie in the famous Carter of 
1944, which ended in a triple dead heat among 
Brownie, Bossuet, and Wait A Bit.

Relic, among the colts, and was level with Be 
witch (121) considering the five-pound filly allow- 
ance she was entitled to. At three he won 19 
out of 20 races and earned $709,470, a record 
for earnings in a single year. His only defeat was 
over a muddy track at Havre de Grace, when he 
finished second to Saggy in the six-furlong Chesa- 
peake Trial Stakes, a preparation for the Chesa- 
peake Stakes, which he won a few days later, 
beating the son of Swing and Sway. In December, 
1948, he developed an osselet on a fore leg, and 
was fired. He did not race in 1949, and made his 
next appearance under colors on January 11, 1950. 
His return to winning form has been slow, partly 
because Calumet Farm and its trainers, Ben and 
Jimmy Jones, did not want to risk further injury 
to their star, and partly because an older horse 
does not bounce back as quickly after an injury 
as a young one. 

The American Handicap was Citation’s first 
stakes victory since he won the Golden Gate 
Mile at the California track on June 3, 1950, and 
set a world record of 1:3335. The American Handi- 
cap was his second win since then. His other vic- 
tory came in an overnight race at Hollywood 
Park on June 14, in which he beat Be Fleet 
and Sturdy One, among his rivals in the American 
Handicap. 

In the course of his training toward the Amer- 
ican Handicap (and the Hollywood Gold Cup), he 
was beaten to third on two occasions and to fifth 
on another, marking the first times he had not 
been first or second in a race. 

In the American Handicap, Citation was off in 
about the middle of the field of eight. Be Fleet 
set the early pace under pressure from Calumet’s 
All Blue, which took the lead when Be Fleet 
shortened stride. At this point Bewitch and Cita- 
tion moved up. The mare was in front by a 
head turning into the stretch, but Citation gained 
the lead and beat his stablemate by half a length, 
though Bewitch was not under a drive, as Cita- 
tion was. 

The $33,050 in first money took Citation’s 
earnings to $985,760. Second money of $10,000 
(plus her win in’ the Vanity Handicap) 
brought Bewitch’s total to $442,605, only $2,930 
behind Gallorette, leading money-winning mare. 
Calumet Farm now has five of the top ten leading 
money-winners, and six of the top 11. 

Citation’s stakes record: at two—first in the 
Elmentary, Belmont Futurity and Pimlico Futurity, 
second in the Washington Park Futurity. At 
three—first in the Flamingo, Chesapeake, Derby 
Trial, Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Belmont, and 
Jersey Stakes, the Seminole, Everglades, Stars and 
Stripes, and Tanforan Handicaps, the American 
Derby, Jockey Club Gold Cup, Sysonby Mile, 
Empire Gold Cup, and the Pimlico Special: second- 
Chesapeake Trial Stakes. At five—first in the Gold- 
en Gate Mile, second in the San Antonio, Santa 
Anita, San Juan Capistrano, Forty-Niners, and 
Golden Gate Handicaps. 

He holds the world record for the mile (1:33%6), 
and numerous track records.

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NOTES ON PRINCESS LYGIA 


Maryland horsemen are enjoying the 
success of Princess Lygia, a Maryland- 
bred which has won each of her four 
starts this year, including the Miss Amer- 
ica, Hyde Park, and Pollyanna Stakes. 
The 2-year-old Roman filly was bred at 
Mr. and Mrs. S. M. Pistorio’s farm in 
Maryland, and was reared at Three 
Cousins Farm, at Hyde, after the Pis- 
torios had sold their place. Her com- 
panion was another Pistorio-bred foal of 
the same age—Stride Away, by Unbreak- 
able—Vivacious, by Stimulus. 

Roman Matron, by Pompey, is the dam 
of Princess Lygia. She was claimed by 
Mr. Pistorio late in 1945 and bred to The 
Rhymer, the Widener Handicap winner 
which the Maryland breeder had bought 
at Keeneland in the fall of the same 
year. The produce was Lotus Blossom, a 
winner in two seasons. The next foal, also 
by The Rhymer, was the stakes-winner 
Tuscany, winner of the 1950 Maryland 
Futurity. Princess Lygia, Roman Matron’s 
third foal, and Stride Away, were sold 
as weanlings to John H. Clark, of Lex- 
ington, through Humphrey Finney. Mr. 
Clark in turn sold them to Mr. and Mrs. 
Melville Church II, of North Cliff Farm, 
Rixeyville. Va., who were assembling a 
consignment to be sold at the annual 
Saratoga Sales of 1950. 

Mr. and Mrs. Church got the Roman 
filly and the Unbreakable colt ready for 
the annual show of the Virginia Horse- 
men’s Association last July. The colt was 
judged the best in his division, and the 
filly the second-best in hers. At the Sara- 
toga Sales. Mrs. Harry Trotsek, wife of 
the successful trainer, bought the Roman 
filly. which she named Princess Lygia, 
reportedly after an early Christian who 
narrowly escaped being eaten by lions. 
The Unbreakable colt was bought by 
Trainer Tom Waller. 

Mrs. Pistorio still owns Roman Ma- 
tron. which is at Three Cousins Farm. 
The mare has a filly foal and a yearling 
filly by The Rhymer. and is in foal to the 
same horse again.

a faster animal in his life and was certain that 
she would have gone on at three-years to win all 
the classics. 

Unfortunately, early in her 3-year-old career she 
sprained a hind tendon very badly when jumping 
off from some loose tan on the Curragh gallops. 
The injury was so bad that all hopes of training 
her had to be abandoned. She is still almost a 
cripple, and when she came over to Prince Cheva- 
lier two years ago her hind joints were encased in 
plaster of paris. 


Thus it is clear that the 1951 Derby 
winner was the result of mating two very 
high-class parents. The persistence of a 
male line was only an incidental and un- 
important factor. 

As an afterthotght, Brigadier Scott 
goes on to say that the B.B.A. bought 
Windsor Slipper as a yearling and *Nas- 
rullah after one season in the stud for the 
account of Mr. McGrath, and adds: 


I have never really worked it out but a rough 
estimate is that all these purchases were made at 
less than £30,000. McGrath must have benefited 
to the tune of at least half a million up to this 
year alone. As you know, he has sold Nasrullah 
to go to America for £132,000. This is one of the 
lucky sides to breeding. There are quite a few 
owners who have spent half a million on blood- 
stock but have not had £30,000 in return for their 
money. 


WHERE IT GOES 


Funds received by Florida counties 
from the State tax on pari-mutuel betting 
will provide two new high school gym- 
nasiums, buy band uniforms for two other 
high schools, and pay the salary of a vet- 
erinarian in another county, according to 
legislation passed recently, approving the 
expenditures.

During 
the last war he was manager of Marcel 
Boussac’s famous stud at Fresnay, where 
his resourcefulness and bravery were 
largely responsible for keeping the band 
of broodmares and stallions almost in- 
tact. Since his coming to America he has 
helped to bring about the importation of 
several good Boussac horses, most notably 
the champion *Ardan. For several years 
he has been trying to establish citizen- 
ship through routine channels, but tech- 
nicalities in immigration laws have 
blocked his efforts. If the bill fails he 
will face a difficult situation: he will have 
instructions to leave the country and will 
have nowhere to go.

Man o’ War’s Toughest Race 


(by Frank Ortell, in the New York Wor.p 
TELEGRAM AND Sun, July 7, 1951) 


This reporter has been watching races 
for more years than he cares to admit, 
but the refreshing part of the job of cov- 
ering the Thoroughbred sport is recalling, 
with a sense of nostalgia, some of the 
events that brought the greatest thrills. 


One of these, of course, was the Dwyer 
Stakes at Aqueduct on a hot July 4th back 
in 1920. It was destined to prove the 
toughest race in: the brilliant career of 
Man o’ War, and at the same time con- 
firm his stature as a super horse. It was, 
too, the only race in which Big Red was 
placed under the sting of the whip to 
come on, when seemingly beaten, and 
break the heart of his lone rival, Harry 
Payne Whitney’s John P. Grier. 


Man o° War already had been ac- 
claimed a Thoroughbred of extroardinary 
ability. When he met John P. Grier as a 
two-year-old he had won nine of 10 starts, 
suffering his only defeat in a fluke to the 
aptly named Upset in the Sanford Stakes 


at Saratoga. Prior to the Dwyer Big 
Red had marked his 3-year-old campaign 
by easily winning the Preakness, the With- 
ers, the Belmont and the Stuyvesant. 


So it was then that the experts and the 
public conceded the Dwyer to Man o° War 
as “virtually” no contest. Owned by Sam 
Riddle’s Glen Riddle Farm and trained 
by Louis Feustel, Big Red was so feared 
and so invincible that only John P. Grier 
had the temerity, so to speak, to challenge 
him in the memorable renewal of the stake 
three decades ago. This, however, is not 
written disparagingly of John P. Grier. 
As a matter of fact, he was a colt of 
considerable class himself, and he might 
have been a champion himself had he not 
come along at the same time as Man o° 
War. 


John P. Grier was trained for the race 
by Jimmy Rowe, who prepped him quietly 
at Brookdale Farm in New Jersey, then 
brought him back for his final trial at 
Belmont Park. There John P. Grier 
turned in a_ sensational move. Man 0° 
War. on the other hand, was given only 
one light work three days before the 
race. 


Under the conditions of the stake, Man 
o War, ridden by Clarence Kummer, car- 
ried 126 pounds, against only 108 for 
John P. Grier, handled by Eddie Am- 
brose. Aqueduct was jammed. Thousands 


were forced to watch the race in the in- 
field. The track was fast. 


When the break came, Man o’ War and 
John P. Grier left like a team, stride for 
stride. They clicked off the first quar. 
ter together at 0:2335 seconds, the pace 
quickened as the two covered the five 
furlongs in 0:57%5 and the six furlongs 
in 1:09, world record time. But Man 0’ 
War could not pull aawy. 


A tremendous roar went up from the 
crowd as they continued their duel, rat- 
tling off the first mile virtually together 
in 1:35%5, another world mark then. 
There were more thrills in store for the 
throngs as John P. Grier continued to 
press the king. About a furlong from the 
finish John P. Grier had Man o’ War 
beaten. It was at this point that thousands 
yelled “Man o’ War is beaten.” 


Reaching the sixteenth pole, however, 
Kummer roused Man o’ War to further 
heights by lashing him with the whip 
the only time the great horse had ever 
been “gunned.” The shock of it made Big 
Red rebound like a jet bomb, and it 
turned defeat into victory. He gradually 
edged away from plucky John P. Grier, 
winning by a length and a half in 1:4914, 
a world record at that time for a mile and 
a furlong. John P. Grier’s heart was 
broken, but he looked almost as good in 
defeat as Big Red did in victory ....

On May 25, at five furlongs, he equaled the record 
of :5835, under 116 pounds. 

In the Haggin Stakes, Bull Chicle lay second 
to Skippy Toubo for about four of the 5% fur- 
longs, then took the lead and won by two lengths 
over Big Noise, which had been close up all the 
way. In Reward closed fast in the stretch. 

Bull Chicle is the first stakes winner of the year 
for his sire, Bull Reigh, and is the fourth for him 
all told. Bullremember, Burning Night, and Bull- 
reighzac are the others. Bull Reigh raced success- 
fully for Miss Carlotta Jelm, in California. He won 
33 races and $183,330. He entered the stud at 
Miss Jelm’s Cee Jay Ranch at Chino, Calif., in 
1945, and had his first full book of mares in 1946. 
He died in August, 1949, at Cee Jay Ranch. Bull 
Chicle is from his next-to-last crop of foals.

The Shevlin Stakes was the second stakes win 
of the year for George D. Widener’s Battlefield, 
and was his fifth stakes placing of 1951. The vic- 
tory broke a string of stakes seconds running 
through the Swift Stakes, the Peter Pan Handi- 
cap, and the Belmont Stakes. 

The Shevlin provided the closest finish of the 
year in a major race for 3-year-olds. Battlefield 
won by a nose after a duel that saw the first two 
horses racing head and head around the last turn 
and down the homestretch. Alerted made the early 
pace, followed by Battlefield. The Hampton Stable 
colt was out from the rail, but Battlefield hugged 
it. Battlefield gave the runner-up 11 pounds, and 
covered the 1;4 miles in 1:43%, over a sloppy 
track. This was just four-fifths slower than the 
track record, set in the Shevlin of 1940 by Jaco- 
mar. Battlefield was ridden by Ovie Scurlock. Eddie 
Arcaro, his regular rider, was at Delaware Park 
to ride How in the New Castle Handicap. 

Battlefield’s Shevlin victory was the second in 
the race for Mr. Widener, who won it in 1929 
with Jack High, which later sired Mr. Widener’s 
very good sprinter Lucky Draw. Alerted, one of 
the most improved runners in his division, was 
finishing second in a stakes for the fifth time this 
year. In addition, he had a stakes win (Laurel 
Stakes) and two stakes thirds. The Shevlin vic- 
tory took Battlefield’s earnings to $264,027, from 
an initial investment of $4,500 at the Saratoga 
Sales of 1949. 

After his Shevlin victory, at 13 miles, Battle- 
field came out for the Dwyer at 1% miles, thus 
meeting others of his division at what is some- 
times called ‘America’s classic distance.” Not 
having been a starter in the Kentucky Derby, the 
son of War Relic had not come to grips with his 
rivals at ten furlongs. The result was another 
close finish, not as close as in the Shevlin, but 
a near thing, anyhow. The competition again came 
from Alerted, which fell half-a-length short of vic- 
tory, whereas in the Shevlin he had been beaten 
only a nose. 

Alerted carried a pound more weight in the 
Dwyer, compared to the Shevlin, in which he re- 
ceived an 1l-pound pull from Battlefield. Again 
it was between the two of them in the stretch. 
In the upper stretch Alerted came within a head 
of pulling even with his rival, but his challenge 
was not quite strong enough, and he lost ground 
by inches over the remainder of the distance. Hull 
Down, making his first stakes start of 1951, was 
blocked on the stretch turn by Alerted. A claim 
of foul was not allowed. 

Battlefield) gave George D. Widener his first 
Dwyer victory, although Mrs. Widener won the 
race in 1950 with Your Chance, which was bred 
by her husband. Battlefield, like Your Chance, 
represents the Fair Play male line, but Your 
Chance was not inbred, like Battlefield, to the 
son of Hastings.

GALLOP POLL 


A Betting Method, and Breakage 
(From Ted Williams, Monrovia, Calif.) 


One of the observations of my trip to 
Australia last year has been provoking 
great thought in my mind, and I am won- 
dering if it would not be worth a trial by 
some of our American race courses. 

They have a method of wagering that 
could easily adapt itself to our totalizator 
methods. 

It is their method of vending what they 
call “place” tickets for those “investors” 
(as they call it over there) other than 
to win. 

A place ticket there means any horse 
that has finished first, second, or third. In 
other words a placed horse is one that 
runs second or third. 

As I see it the advantages are several. 

First. It would mean less confusion in 
purchasing, since but two types of vend- 
ing windows are needed, win and place. 

Second. As an economy, less paper or 
tickets are needed to be sold. 


Third. Greater speed can be made in 
paying off ticket holders. 

It can be seen that this method is ad- 
vantageous, since the show line windows 
are dismissed with, and instead of the 
many windows now in vogue at American 
race courses here are the actual windows 
needed! Straight, or win sellers, and 
cashiers; straight and place windows; 
place windows; straight or win cashiers; 
straight, and place cashiers; and place 
cashiers. 

In other words, instead of six types of 
tickets being sold, you have but the win 
sellers and cashiers, the win and_ place 
sellers and cashiers, and the place sellers 
and cashiers. 

Here is an actual reading of an Aus- 
tralian payoff board after the “official:”

There are four prices, instead of six 
prices. 

If American courses are (as most of 
them are) actually interested in making 
the going to racing more convenient and 


pleasant, why not then give this a good 
honest try, or would it cut down on 
revenue, and allow less of that breakage? 

Incidentally, the question of breakage 
has always irked me, the most advan- 
tageous argument for its retention being 
that it is too bothersome to pay out the 
odd pennies. I wonder if the large sum 
counted each day by all race tracks, and 
hauled off as profits, is too bothersome to 
count at the annual dividend dispersals? 

I know, of course, that many states take 
it all, and that some also divide this break- 
age. but it is to put it down mildly one 
of the glaring mistakes of American 
racing. 

Speaking about breakage, what of the 
man who wagers say, $100. Let’s as- 
sume the breakage on a $2 wager comes 
out at, or the first computation comes to 
$2.74, the official payment is flashed 
$2.70. The man who wagered $100 was 
actually short-changed (as I see it) of 
$2 more that might have been his. I 
know that race tracks are only acting 
as the law reads, but please won’t some 
one once more give this another try for 
adjustment?

A study of the dams of stakes winners for the last five years shows that stakes- 
winning mares, representing less than three per cent of the mare population, pro- 
duced 19 per cent of the stakes winners. 


The study also shows that the expectation for a stakes winner is greater if the 
yearling’s dam already has produced one or more stakes winners. Thus, if the 
buyer is seeking class, higher bids are justified if the dam is a stakes winner 
and/or has produced a stakes winner.
